Mr Lords and Gentlemen, 

I have to submit the following Report for the year 1895. 

The National Gallery of Ireland was open to the public, under the usual conditions, 
from 1st January to the 31st December, with the exception of October, during which 
month it was closed for cleaning, &c. 

Within that period the number of visitors was : —

(Of whom 20,547 entered on Sundays.)

In the Italian Gallery a further re-arrangement of the pictures was made, by whicb 
the works of the Venetian School are now hung together. 

The death occurred during the year of Viscount Gough, a Governor and Guardian of 
the Gallery for many years, who took an active interest in its welfare. The vacancy 
thus caused has been filled by the appointment of Viscount de Vesci. 

Preferring to the last paragraph of my Report for year 1894, in which 1 pointed out 
the pressing necessity for an extension of the Gallery buildings, I have now again to 
urge that such extension ought to be taken in hand, as the inconveniences then pointed 
out have onty been aggravated by the lapse of another year.

(6th August, IS96), at a meeting of the Board : — “ In adopting the Director's Preport 
for 1895, the Governors and Guardians are compelled to again press upon the 
Government the imperative necessity for an increase in the Gallery buildings, an in- 
crease which has been urged yearly on the Treasury since 1S90, and becomes daily more 
indispensable through the accumulation of works of art which cannot be exhibited.”
